Gettysburg Man in Fatal Crash. 


Harry Snyder, formerly of Gettysburg, 


narrowly escaped death in an automobile 
accident near Sunbury last week. The 
machine he was dri> ing turned over twice 
when he got too close to the edge of the 
road, and Charles Mullen, son c f John Mul- 
len, a millionaire Shamokiu banker and 
manufacturer, was almost instantly killed. 
Misses Helen, Clara, and Letitia Mullen, 
daughters of the financier, escaped with 
superficial injuries, while Mr, Snyder sus- 
tained lacerations about the head and 
scalp. According to the story of Miss Le- 
titia Mullen, Snyder turned to pass a dis- 
abled car along the inside of the road and 
got too close to the edge. The soft earth 
gave away and the car turned over twice. 
righting itself with the women and driver 
still in. Mullen lay face downward along 
the road and unconscious. They were 
taken to the hospital at Sunbury, where 
Mullen was pronounced dead. He was 39 
years old. Mr. Snyder has been in the 
employ of the elder Mullen for about one 
year.

Peter Deardorff Killed 


By Oliver Sharrah. 


Peter Doardorff, Jr., aged 36 years, was 


shot and killed by Oliver Sharrah, at the 
latter's home neir Bingaman's school- 
Louse, 2 miles from Cashtown, on Satur- 
day night about midnight, and died at 6:- 
10 o'clock ou Sunday morning. He main- 
tained consciousness the entire time. His 
last words were "Sharrah shot me. He 
said he was going to but I didn't think he 
would. I am going to die, I know, and I 
am not afraid to." 


After shooting Deardorff, Sharrah re- 


turned to bed and remained there until 
Deardorff had died and he was awakened 
by Dr. Woonicr, who was called to the 
borne and administered to the fatally shot 
man. 
Sharrah admitted at the inquest 


held that he had killed Deardorff and 
showed little concern of the seriousness of 
his crime. He told Dr. Woomer he would 
make no effort to escape but would go 
wherever he wanted him to. 


The murder is said to have been the re- 


sult, of Sharrah's resentment at Deardorfi's 
attentions to his (Sharrah's) wife. Shar- 
rah is aged about 35 years and has been 
employed as a laborer on a State Highway 
road gang. . Deardorff has been living 
with his parents near Green Ridge, for 
nine months. He was a oonstruction fore- 
man for the B. & O. railroad and at the 
time of his death carried a telegram order- 
ing him to report at once. He received 
this on Saturday evening. 


The verdict at the coroner's inquest was 


that "Peter J. Deardorff came to his death 
from a gunshot wound inflicted by Oliver 
Sharrah." The inquest was held at the 
Sharrah home about 8.30 o'clock a. m. on 
Sunda3r. Sheriff Thompson received the 
call early on Sunday morning and hurried 
i) the scene, bringing his prisoner back to 
jail after the inquest. 


It was evident that both men had been 


drinking during the day. Sharrah was at 
Gettysburg during the day and Deardorff 
was in Cashtown during the evening. Al- 
though neither is said to have been drunk 
when they left Cashtown, it developed at 
the inquest by the statement of Sharrah 
that Deardorff had some whiskey with him 
when he came to his (Sharrah's) home in 
the evening. There has been bitter feel- 
ings between the men for some time, it is 
said, because Sharrah has resented Dear- 
dorff's attentions to his wife. He had 
threatened to kill Deardorff a number of 
times before he carried out his intention 
on Saturday night, and had intimated to 
friends in that vicinity that he would do 
so, if Deardorff did not stay away from his 
home. 


Deardorff came to the Sharrah home 


some time between 11 and 12 o'clock. 
Sharrah had arrived home from Gettys- 
burg a short time before that. They sat 
and talked awhile, taking a drink together 
from a bottle Deardorff had with him. 
Near midnight Sharrah ordered Deardorff 
to leave and he and his wife went to the 
second story, thinking Deardorff would go. 
Somb time later heard a noise downstairs 
and came down. Deardorff was still in 
room where he had left him. Sharrah or- 
dered him out of the house repeatedly and 
finally, threatened to kill him if he remain- 
ed. Still Deardorff believed he would not 
carry out the threat and camly stayed. 
Sharrah then drew a shol-gun from a shelf 
above him and placing therein a shell, or- 
dered Deardorff to leave for the last time 
and at this refusal, Sharrah pulled the trig- 
ger, the charge entering Deardorff's stom- 
ach. He was standing about seven feet 
from Sharrah when the shot was fired, be- 
fore an open doorway. Deardorff did not 
fall to the floor then, but left the house. 
Sharrah returned to his room and went to 
sleep. The wounded man returned to the 
house, and after leaving a second time, fell 
by the roadside, near his team, which was 
hitched there, and where he died. Mrs, 
Sharrah was present during the altercation 
and at the time the fatal shot was fired. 
She notified neighbors of the occurence. 


The dead man was a son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Peter Deardorff, who reside about 2 
miles from Sharrah. Sharrah is a son of 
the late Sohn Sharrah. He has a wife and 
two children. 


Besides his parents, Deardorff is surviv- 


ed by the following brothers and sisters : 
C. J. Deardorff, near Orrtapna; Mrs. Ja- 
cob Sharrah, Kane's store; Mrs. Jacob 
McDannell and Mrs. Curtis Herring, near 
Orrtanna, and Mrs. William Shindledeck- 
er, of near Poplar Springs schoolhouse.

ams County Preserving Company, at York 
Springs, had narrow escapes on Thursday 
noon, when the engine in the place, fi?w to 
pieces and parts were hurled iu many di- 
rections, some of them breaking through 
the ceiling and walls.

Fifteen people in the plant of the Ad­ 
ams County Preserving Company, at York 
Springs, had narrow cscapes on Thursday 
noon, when the engine in the place, fl.nv to 
pieces and parts were hurled in many di­ 
rections, some of them breaking through 
the ceiling and walls. The escape of the 
workmen seems almost miraculous, for 
they were within a short distance of thc 
breaking engine when the accident occur* 
red. The belt of a wheel to which the en­ 
gine governor was attached slipped off ita 
pulley and in doing so the steam valves 
were opened wide.

Influence Was Recognized Even 


in Biblical Times. 


Radiation Pyrometer Is Most Re- 


markable Invention. 


Through Medium of Nervous System 


Marvelous Changes, Physical and 


Chemical/ Are Brought About 


by Tonal Vibrations. 


The power of music to influence the 


health of the listener has been recog- 
nized trom early times and became 
historical in the attempts ot David to 
drive out Saul's distemper. We be- 
lieve no one has been bold enough to 
ascribe any direct influence of tonal 
vibration upon the material of the 
body, but through the medium of the 
nervous system marvelous changes, 
physical 
and 
chemical, come to 


pass, and the effects of the art, 
which, above all others, plays upon 
the 
emotions, must certainly be 


more than trifling. 
Even the un- 


musical, those who are not 
es- 


pecially susceptible to sweet sounds, 
are affected differently by a jig or a 
funeral march. 


A national society of musical thera- 


peutics was founded last year and the 
names of a number of physicians ap- 
pear on the list of members. A maga- 
zine for the purpose of helping along 
the movement to use music as a means 
to health has been started, and it 
seems as if the subjact would be 
looked into deeply and the place of 
music as a therapeutic agency placed 
in its proper pigeonhole, for reference 
in suitable cases. 


One wonders what is the general in- 


fluence of the present ragtime craze 
upon the mental and physical condi- 
tion of its hearers. Being in no wise 
serious, but, on the contrary, happy- 
go-lucky in mechanism and perform- 
ance, it certainly cannot depress vital- 
ity and is far better in this respect 
than the popular melodies of a gen- 
eration or two since, which were, witn 
a few exceptions, tinged with melan- 
choly. The African jingles of the 
present day create an emotional at- 
mosphere of restlessness and excite- 
ment which is typically American, and 
which is opposed to health only so far 
as our national restlessness and lack 
of poise tend to make us a people 
whose national disease is nervous ex- 
haustion.—New York Medical Journal. 


Haitian Was a Patriot. 


Haiti appears to breed a spirit of 


sensitive patriotism unknown to other 
countries, says the London Chronicle. 
Some years ago a general in the Hai- 
tian army ordered an artificial eye. 
The maker did his best to execute the 
order satisfactorily, but the eye was 
returned from Port-au-Prince, with a 
letter complaining that "the eye you 
forwarded me is of a tint that resem- 
bles the Spanish flag. I am far too 
patriotic to wear any colors but those 
of my country." 
After ascertaining 


from the ministry of marine the col- 
ors of the Haitian standard a scarlet 
and green eye was dispatched and 
that net with enthusiastic approval. 


Dutch Bulb Caretakers.

Great trenches are dug, and the soil

Gas Tubing Out of Glue. 


Successful attempts have been made 


to manufacture a substitute for rubber 
tubing out of masses of solidified glue. 
These tubes, whose trade name is son- 
jatin, are even better than those of 
rubber for certain purposes, since they 
are more impervious to gases and 
more resistant to heat. It is also 
claimed that they do not grow rotten 
so quickly as rubber, and that when 
incased in a suitable envelope they 
will withstand high presavre.—Scien- 
tine American, 


Can Measure the Heat of Plants Mil- 


lions of Miles Away—Has Most 


Delicate Battery Ever 


Constructed. 


It may not mean much to you to be 


told a machine has been invented that 
can measure the heat of the stars 
millions of miles away, but when the 
proposition is given in terms of famil- 
iar things one, in a measure, appreci- 
ates the marvel of the contrivance. 
Suppose a German soldier, thinking 
himself shielded from observation, 
struck a match to light his pipe, but 
that a three-foot reflector, on a moun- 
tain 53 miles away, caught his Image 
with the little naming light—then, 
with a marvelous instrument, would 
the observer be able to tell exactly 
the heat of the flame.

REAL VALUE OF SUGAR 


ONE OF QA.EATEST HELPS IN 


COUNTERACTING FATIGUE. 


Ability Always to Land on Them 


Seems to Point to Natural 


Conclusions. 


- There is nothing especially striking 
about the feet of a cat except its abil- 
ity always to land on them. Hold a 
young cat by its feet a short distance 
from the ground for a few seconds and 
then let go. The cat's back, being 
heavier than its feet, should strike the 
ground first. But it doesn't. Just as 
the cat is being let gp it gives a quick 
upward thrust with its chest and as 
its feet are freed they swing under 
it so it lands on them.

doesn't know that it is going to be 
dropped. If it were a long drop, there 
would be time to think, but in the 
sbftrt drop the cat must act and act 
immediately. In fact, it is really be- 
fcrehanded. 
The natural conclusion 


then is that this faculty in the cat is 
located in its feet. It is inherent in 
them. It wouldn't be anything for a 
cat to turn over this way after it is 
mature, but it is a different thing that 
a cat does it without anybody ever 
having shown him how. 


Indian Workers in the Country. 
The great mass of the Indian work- 


ers in the United States are engaged 
in a comparatively small number of 
occupations. The latest official figures 
show that S5.4 per cent of the total 
number of gainfully employed Indians 
are in seven occupation groups—agri- 
cultural laborers.

Heat-Measuring Instrument. 


Sirius, the "celestial furnace," being 


40 times hotter than the sun, and hav- 
ing an atmosphere of glowing hydro- 
gen, is so far away that its stupendous 
heat cannot affect any known thing 
save the magical meter of W. W. Cob- 
lentz of the United States bureau of 
standards, who demonstrated his in- 
vention at the Lick observatory, Mount 
Hamilton, Cal. It Is called a radiation 
pyrometer and the thermo-electric 
battery used is, perhaps, the most del- 
icate ever constructed. 


Mr. Coblentz measured the heat that 


reaches the earth from 112 celestial 
bodies, including 105 \tars. If even 
Sirius were as near to the earth as 
the sun, our poor little planet would 
shrivel up in the heat, a glowing-hot 
sphere, which would finally dissolve 
into the dust of ashes. 


The vital part of the instrument is a 


thermal battery made by joining two 
wires of different metals—either plati- 
num and silver or bismuth and silver— 
and covering the junction with a heat- 
absorbing surface painted with lamp- 
black. 


The wire used is so fine that it can 


scarcely be seen without the aid of a 
reading glass and the absorbing sur- 
face is about the size of a pinhead. 


This b'attery is inclosed in a glass 


cell with a window of fluorite. A 
vacuum is maintained in the cell, and 
it is placed in a telescope so that the 
light of the star to be observed is fo- 
cussed upon the fluorite window. 


The tiny battery, or thermo-couple, 


is connected with a tangent galvanom- 
eter, which is inclosed in an armor 
of soft Swedish iron to protect it from 
extraneous magnetic influences. 


Thus the amount of current gene- 


rated in the thermo-couple by the heat 
of the star is measured by the galva- 
nometer. Within the galvanometer a 
mirror smaller than a pinhead is sus- 
pended upon a fine thread of spun 
quartz. 


Some distance in front of the win- 


dow in the galvanometer a scale is 
set up with a strong light upon it. This 
scale is reflected in the little mirror, 
which is observed through a micro- 
scope. 


There is a tiny dot upon one side cf 


the face of the mirror. The genera 
tion of current in the thermo-couple 
causes the quartz thread to twist, turn- 
ing the mirror from side to side, and 
this deflection is measured upon the 
reflected image of the scale. 


Now, as we know—or at least as we 


have been taught to believe—heat is 
a mode of motion. So is sound. Which 
prompts Mark Telfair to ask in this 
connection: 
"If we may detect and 


measure heat from sources millions of 
miles away, why may we not, by the 
aid of such wizards as Edison and Bell, 
be placed in possession of an instru- 
ment as wonderful as the radiation 
pyrometer which would transmit to us 
the sounds from the planets which 
may have tremendous human activi- 
ties? And who can deny that there 
are not other inhabited spheres?"

Machine Slays by Wireless. 


An electrical machine invented by 


a St. Paul man may be used bj Ger- 
many in killing enemies with wireless, 
according to a St. Paul dispatch to the 
Philadelphia Record. 
The machine 


was first developed to kill rabbits in 
North Dakota. 
Charles F. Billows, 


aided by electricians, perfected the 
machine, which flashed rabbits and 
dogs to- death at a distance of 107 
feet. Electricity for experiments was 
obtained fiom a Thomas street trolley 
wire. 


When the present war broke out the 


inventor realized its possibilities. Eng- 
lish and French officers were sounded 
as to its availability, but they refused. 
The machine thec. was turned over to 
Germany, where it was accepted for 
experimentation. 


"I believe it was used in the present 


Russian campaign," said Billows. "The 
possibilities cf the machine are un- 
limited. With a large voltage there is 
no reasDn why human beings could 
not be flashed to death at long dis- 
tances. I nelieve Russian powder sta- 
tions were set off by our machine."

MUSIC JUDD H E A L T H S STARS’ HEAT 


Influence Was Recognized Even 
in Biblical Times. 


REAL VALUE OF SUGAR 


Through Medium of Nervous System 
Marvelous Changes, Physical and 
Chemical» Are Brought About 
by Tonal Vibrations. 


Tho power of music to influence the 
health of the listener has been recog 
nized from early times and became 
historical in the attempts ot David to 
drive out Saul’s distemper. 
We be 
Hove no one has been bold enough to 
ascribe any direct influence of tonal 
vibration upon the material of the 
body, but through the medium of the 
nervous system marvelous changes, 
physical 
and 
chemical, 
come 
to 
pass, and the effocts of the art, 
which, above all others, plays upon 
the 
emotions, 
must 
certainly 
be 
more than trifling. 
Even the un­ 
musical, 
those 
who 
are 
not 
es­ 
pecially susceptible to sweet sounds, 
are affected differently by a jig or a 
funeral march. 


A national society of musical thera­ 
peutics was founded last year and the 
names of a number of physicians ap­ 
pear on the list of members. A maga­ 
zine for the purpose of helping along 
the movement to use music as a means 
to health has been started, and it 
seems as if the subject would be 
looked into deeply and the place oi 
music as a therapeutic agency placed 
in its proper pigeonhole, for reference 
in suitable cases. 


One wonders what is the general in­ 
fluence of the present ragtime craze 
upon the mental and physical condi­ 
tion of its hearers. Being in no wise 
serious, but, on the contrary, happy- 
go-lucky in mechanism and perform­ 
ance, it certainly cannot depress vital­ 
ity and is far better in this respect 
than the popular melodies of a gen­ 
eration or two since, which were, with 
a few exceptions, tinged with melan­ 
choly. The African jingles of the 
present day create an emotional at­ 
mosphere of restlessness and excite­ 
ment which is typically American, and 
which is opposed to health only so far 
as our national restlessness and lack 
of poise tend to make us a people 
whose national disease is nervous ex­ 
haustion.—New York Medical Journal. 


Radiation Pyrometer Is Most Re­ 
markable Invention. 


Can Measure the Heat of Plants Mil­ 
lions of Miles Away—Has Most 
Delicate Battery Ever 
Constructed* 


DOES CAT THINK WITH FEET? 


Ability Always to Land on Them 
Seems to Point to Natural 
Conclusions. 


There Is nothing especially striking 
about the feet of a cat except its abil­ 
ity always to land on them. 
Hold a 
young cat by its feet a short distance 
from the ground for a few seconds and 
then let go. 
The cat's back, being 
heavier than its feet, should strike the 
ground first. But It doesn’t. Just as 
the cat is being let gp it gives a quick 
upward thrust with its chest and as 
its feet are freed they swing under 
it so it lands on them.

Heat-Measuring Instrument. 


Sirius, the “celestial furnace/' being 
40 times hotter than the sun, and liav« 
ing an atmosphere of glowing hydro­ 
gen, is so far away that its stupendous 
heat cannot affect any known thing 
save the magical meter of W. W. Cob- 
lentz of the United States bureau of 
standards, who demonstrated his in­ 
vention at the Lick observatory, Mount 
Hamilton, Cal. It is called a radiation 
pyrometer 
and 
the 
thermo-electric 
battery used is, perhaps, the most del­ 
icate ever constructed. 


Mr. Coblentz measured the heat that 
reaches the earth from 112 celestial 
bodies, including 105\tars. 
If even 
Sirius were as near to the earth as 
the sun, our poor little planet would 
shrivel up in the heat, a glowing-hot 
sphere, which would finally dissolve 
into the dust of ashes. 


The vital part of the instrument is a 
thermal battery made by joining two 
wires of different metals—either plati­ 
num and silver or bismuth and silver— 
and covering the junction with a heat- 
absorbing surface painted with lamp­ 
black. 


The wire used is so fine that it can 
scarcely be seen without the aid of a 
reading glass and the absorbing sur­ 
face Is about the size of a pinhead. 


This battery is inclosed in a glass 
cell with a window of fluorite. A 
vacuum is maintained in the cell, and 
it is placed in a telescope so that the 
light of the star to be observed is fo­ 
cussed upon the fluorite window. 


The tiny battery, or thermo-couple, 
is connected with a tangent galvanom­ 
eter, which is inclosed in an armor 
of soft Swedish iron to protect it from 
extraneous magnetic influences. 


Thus the amount of current gene­ 
rated in the thermc-couple by the heat 
of the star is measured by the galva­ 
nometer. Within the galvanometer a 
mirror smaller than a pinhead is sus­ 
pended upon a fine thread of spun 
quartz. 


Some distance in front of the win­ 
dow' in the galvanometer a scale is 
set up with a strong light upon it. This 
scale is reflected in the little mirror, 
which is observed through a micro­ 
scope. 


There is a tiny dot upon one side of 
the face of the mirror. 
The genera­ 
tion of current in the thermo-couple 
causes the quartz thread to twist, turn­ 
ing the mirror from side to side, and 
this deflection is measured upon the 
reflected image of the scale. 


Now, as we know—or at least as we 
have been taught to believe—heat is 
then is that this faculty in the cat is 
located in Its feet.

with the little flaming light—then, 
with a marvelous instrument, would 
the observer be able to tell exactly 
the heat of the flame. 


Tired

Quickly by Eating Candy—Value 
Is Recognized by Armies 
In Europe. 


If we all understood the proper duty 
and function of sugar we should prob­ 
ably be a healthier nation. 
The 
trouble with sugar is that most ot us 
eat it in such a way and at such a 
time that it spoils our appetite for 
more substantial food. 


But sugar, in spite of all the harm 
that it does when eaten in excess, 
should be recognized as one of the 
greatest helps in counteracting fa 
tigue. 
It is so recognized among the 
armies at war in Europe. 
Sweet and 
milk chocolate are supplied liberally 
to the soldiers—as much for the 
sugar as for the chocolate. And vari­ 
ous sorts of sugar candy are given to 
them. And some women, desirous to 
help the soldiers to the best of their 
ability, heard of this demand for 
sweets and turned their attention 
from knittitg needles and worsteds to 
candy kettles and sugar and turned 
out homemade fudge by the pound for 
the soldiers. 


All of us who have heard a certain 
lecturer cn mountain climbing talk 
know how often she pauses to say 
that at just that point she stopped 
to nibble a cake of a famous brand 
of milk chocolate. 
At the boys' and 
girls' camps throughout the country a 
cake of chocolate is the usual accom­ 
paniment of a hike, and it is the 
sugar as well as the chocolate that 
is useful.

?srgy. If you are very tired, and nibble 
a bit of sweet or milk chocolate, or 
eat a couple of lumps of sugar or eat 
any sweet candy, you will feel within 
a very few moments noticeably re­ 
freshed.

To keep the fleas off the person, it 
says, the surest way Is to tie sticky 
fly paper around the ankles and to 
sleep in beds that are isolated by wa­ 
ter pans or fly paper from the sur­ 
rounding terrain of the flea-fighting 
ground. Washington having virtually 
exterminated the flies by swatting and 
trapping, sticky paper has not been 
much in evidence for a season or two, 
but this prescription by the depart­ 
ment of agriculture will doubtless 
cause a return to the commodity, and 
perhaps in a short time expert advice 
will be given by the fashiGn censors as 
to the best and most artistic ways of 
wearing fly paper protectors. 
It is 
painful, however, to contemplate the 
result when humanity is closely assem­ 
bled, Has the department anything to 
offer in the way of a preventive of 
public agglutination? — Washington 
Star, 


Paying Dirt. 


One advantage Nicaragua has in the 
operation of gold mines is the liberal 
mining law that allows with each 
claim a denouncement of 25.0 acres of 
agricultural lands, thereby enabling 
the exploiter of mines to raise a large 
part of his foodstuffs in the neighbor­ 
hood of the place where mining is car­ 
ried on if he so desires.

Machine Slays by Wireless. 


An electrical machine invented by 
a St. Paul man may be used by Ger­ 
many in killing enemies with wireless, 
according to a St. Paul dispatch to the 
Philadelphia Record. 
The machine 
was first developed to kill rabbits in 
North Dakota. 
Charles F. Billows, 
aided by electricians, perfected the 
machine, which flashed rabbits and 
dogs te death at a distance of 107 
feet. Electricity for experiments was 
obtained fiom a Thomas street trolley 
wire. 


When the present war broke out the 
Inventor realized its possibilities. Eng­ 
lish and French officers were sounded 
as to its availability, but they refused. 
The machine then was turned over to 
Germany, where it was accepted for 
experimentation. 


“I believe it was used in the present 
Russian campaign," said Billow3. “The 
possibilities cf the machine are un­ 
limited. With a large voltage there is 
no reason why human beings could 
not be flashed to death at long dis­ 
tances. I believe Russian powder sta­ 
tions were set off by our machine." 


Needs; Farming Implements. 


Farming Implements of all kinds 
are greatly needed in France just 
now, and the honorary secretary of 
the French relief fund recently re­ 
ceived a telegram from M. Guillet, 
honorary secretary of the Secours 
National, asking permission for the 
expenditure of 20,000 francs from the 
money raised by the fund for the pur­ 
chase of agricultural implements, ur­ 
gently required ¿or the purpose of 
getting in the harvest in the invaded 
districts c<? France. 
The necessary 
permission was immediately given, 
and the French relief fund authori­ 
ties, knowing that further supplies of 
these implements are badly required, 
make a special appeal to manufactur­ 
ers of agricultural implements 
in 
Great Britain who may not have con­ 
tributed already to the fund to make 
donations in kind. 


Arctic Route to Be Used. 


Progress* in the exploitation of the 
steam s^p route to Siberia by Tray of 
tho Arctic ocean has been reported 
from time to time.

Sii Men and Three Boys 


Are Rescued From Mine, 


The six men and three boys en- 


tombed in the Coaildale mine, near 
Pottsville, Pa., last Monday morning 
were rescued alive and in good con- 
dition Sunday afternoon. They were 
taken to the Panther Creek hospital, 
where their families were forbidden 
to see them. 


They kept alive by eating chicken 


bones and chewing the oil from the 
•wicks of their miner lamps. Of the 
eleven men imprisoned when a rush 
of water blocked them, all have now 
been rescued alive. 


The rescued men, all of Coaldale, 


are: Elmer Herring, Michael Gutody, 
Peter 
Lohanhich, Joseph 
Ludgini, 


Charles Matocka. 


The boys saved are: Joseph Mur- 


phy, 
of Tamaqua; 
John McAndrew 


and John Bonner, of Coaldale. 


The accident occurred in the Foster 


tunnel of No. 11 mine of the Lehigh 
Coal & Navigation company colliery. 
A blast released water from an aban- 
doned working, and the flood rushed 
into the gangway, where the eleven 
men were working and blocked the 
gangway a distance of more than!200 
leet. William V»ratkins and George 
Hollywood escaped on Tuesday after- 
noon, by making their way from a 
chute through various air ways, until 
thev finally reached the surface.

their escape cut off. They made their 
way up a chute, where they huddled 
together almost seven days. Several 
of them were able to save their din- 
ner pails and the contents were appor- 
tioned out sparingly, while the lights 
of their miner lamps were extinguish 
ed to keep the air pure and to hus- 
band the oil for nourishment. 


Thursday the last drop of oil was 


.consumed and also the last of the 
chicken bones which two of the men 
had in their pails, and not until then 
did they give up hope. 
They had 


heard the rescuers working at times, 
and 
they felt 
themselves growing 


weaker and weaker, they abandoned 
hope of being taken out alive. 


When the last barrier, was broken 


through the gangway was found to 
be filled with water, and it was neces- 
sary to use the electric pumps to 
clear it out before the rescuers could 
get to the chute. In the meantime, 
word had been sent to the surface and 
ambulances were brought to the mine 
opening, and a crowd quickly gather- 
ed. It was not known until the en- 
tombed men reached 
the 
surface 


whether they had been found dead or 
alive. A number of physicians were 
in the mine at the time the rescue 
was made. 


Train Kills Nine in Tunnel 


Nine men were killed and 
eight 


others seriously hurt when an express 
train over the Philadelphia and Read- 
lag railway ploughed through a gang 
of workmen in a tunnel near Phoenix- 
ville, Pa. 


The men, nearly all of whom were 


Italians, were engaged on the work ol 
widening the tunnel and they were 
standing beside their work 
train, 


which was on the northbound track. 
There are but two tracks in the tun- 
nel and the men had no chance ol 
escape when the express dashed into 
th tunnel among them.

CONSTITUTION- SUBMITTED TO 
THIS CITIZENS OF THE COMMON-

Number One. 


A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section DIM. 
article eight of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania. 
Be It resolved by the Senate and Hcuse 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania In General Assembly met, 
That the following amendment to the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be. and the 
same is hereby, proposed, in accordance 
with the eighteenth article thereof:— 
That section one of article eight, which 
reads as follows: 


"Section 1. Every male citizen twenty- 
one years of age. possessing the follow- 
ing qualifications, shall be entitled to vote 
at all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating the regis- 
tration of electors as the General Assem- 
bly may enact: 
"First He shall have been a citizen of 
the United States at least one month. 
"Second. lie shall have re&Idud in the 
State one year (or, having previously been 
a qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of the State, he shall have removed there- 
from and returned, then six months) im- 
mediately preceding the election. 
"Third. He shall have resided in the 
election district where he shall offer to 
vote at least two months immediately pre- 
ceding the election. 
"Fourth. If twenty-two years of age 
and upwards, he shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election," be amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 
Section 1. Every citizen, male or female, 


of twenty-one years of age, possessing the 
following qualifications, shall be entitled 
to vote at all elections, subject, however, 
to such laws requiring- and regulating the 
registration of electors as the General As- 
sembly may enact: 
First. He or she shall have been a citi- 
zen of the United States at least one 
month. 


Second. He or she shall have resided in 
the State one year (or, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit- 
izen of the State, he or she shall have re- 
moved therefrom and returned, then six 
months) immediately preceding the elec- 
tion. 


Third. He or she shall have resided in 
the election district where he or she shall 
offer to vote at least two months Imme- 
diately preceding1 the election. 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of age and 
upwards, ho or she shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election. 
Fifth. Wherever the words "he," "his." 
"him," and "himself" occur In any sec- 
tion of article VIII of this Constitution 
the same shall be construed as if written, 
respectively, "he or she." "his or her," 
"him or her," and "himself or herself."

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section eight 


of article nine of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met. That the following 
Is proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section eight, article nine of the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 
city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated dis- 
trict, except as h,ereln provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district Incur any new debt, qr in- 
crease its indebtedness to an amount ex- 
ceeding two per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
assent of the electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by law; but any city, the debt of 
•which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author- 
ized by law to increase the same three 
per centum. In the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debte hereinafter Incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
the construction and development of sub- 
ways for transit purposes, or for the con- 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to be used in the con- 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public Improvements, owned or 
to be owned by eaid city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to the 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of the Interest on 
said debt or debts, and the annual in- 
stallments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be excluded in 
ascertaining the power pf the city and 
county of Philadelphia to become other- 
wise indebted: Provided, That a einking- 
fund for their cancellation ehall be estab- 
lished and maintained," so that U shall 
read as follows:— 


Section S. The debt of any county, city, 


borough, township, school district, or oth- 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shall never ex- 
ceed seven per centum upon the assessed 
value of the taxable property therein, 
nor shall any such municipality or dis- 
trict Incur any new debt, or Increase its 
indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the consent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner 49 sha}| bo pro\ldpd by law; 
but any city, tlio debt of whiob on the 
first day of Jaiuurv, ono thousand eight 
hundred ar.d sevonly-four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed valuation, 
and has not since been reduced to less 
than such per centum, may bo authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum in the aggregate, at any one time, 
upon such \aluation. The city of Phila- 
delphia, upon the conditions hereinafter 
set forth, may increase its indebtedness 
to the extent of three per centum in ex- 
cess of seven per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation for the specific purpose 
of providing for all or any of the follow- 
ing purposes,—to wit: For the constrqc- 
tipn and jmprove-.aent pf pubwai'Si tvn* 
nels, railways, elevate^ railways. an<3 Qth^ 
er transit facilities: for the construction 
and improvement of wharves and docki 
and for the reclamation of land to be 
used in the construction of wharves and 
docka, owned or to be owned by said 
city. Such increase, however, shall only 
be made with the assent of the elector* 
thereof at a public election, to be held in 
such manner as shall be provided by law. 
In ascertaining the borrowing capacity of 
said city of Philadelphia, at any time, 
there shall be excluded from tne calcula- 
tion a credit, where the. work resulting 
from any previous expenditure, for any 
one or mor« of the specific purposes here- 
inabove enumerated shall be yielding to 
said city an annual current net revenue; 
the ampunt of which credit shall be af- 
oertainad by oapitaUaing th» annual Rtt 


during th* rear Immediately pn- 
tb* tint* of such ancertalmcent 
Such capitalization shall te accomplish- 
ed by ascertaining the principal amount 
which would yield such annual, current 
net revenue, at the average rate of In- 
terest, and sinking-fund charges payable 
upon the Indebtedness incurred by said 
city for such purposes, up to the time of 
•uch ascertainment. Th» method of de- 
termining: such amount, s>o to be excluded 
or allowed as a credit, may be prescribed 
by the General Assembly. 
In Incurring Indebtedness, for any one, 
or more of aaid purposes of construction, 
Improvement, or reclamation, the city of 
Philadelphia may Issue its obligations ma- 
turing not later,than fifty years from the 
date thereof, with provision for a sinking- 
fund sufficient to retire said obligation at 
maturity, the payments to such sinking- 
fund to be in equal or graded annual in- 
stalments. Such obligations may be in an 
amount sufficient to provide for and may 
include the amount of the interest and 
sinking-fund charges accruing and which 
may accrue thereon throughout the period 
of construction and until the expiration 
of one year after the completion of the 
work for which said indebtedness shall 
have been incurred; and said city shall 
not be required to levy a tax to pay said 
interest and sinking-fund charges, as re- 
quired by section ten of article nine of 
the Constitution of Pennsylvania, until 
the expiration of said period of one year 
after the completion of such work.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section twen- 
ty-one of article three of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate 


and House of Representatives 
of the 


Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania be, and 
the same Is hereby, proposed, in accord- 
ance with the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section twenty-one, article three 


of the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, wnich reads as follows: 


"No act of the General Assembly shall 


limit the amount to be recovered for In- 
juries resulting in death, or for injuries 
to persons or property, and in case of 
death from such injuries, the right of ac- 
tion shall survive, and the General As- 
sembly shall prescribe for whose benefit 
such actions shall be prosecuted. No act 
shall prescribe any limitations of time 
within which suits may be brought 
against - corporations for injuries to per- 
sons or property, or for other causes dif- 
ferent from those fixed by general laws 
regulating actions against natural per- 
sons, and such acts now existing are 
avoided," so that It shall read as follows: 
The General Assembly may enact laws 
requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employes jointly, or rea- 
sonable compensation for injuries to em- 
ployes arising In the course of their em- 
ployment, and for occupational diseases 
of employes, whether or not such in- 
juries or diseases result in death, and re- 
gardless of fault of employer or employe, 
and fixing the basis of ascertainment of 
such compensation and the maximum and 
minimum limits thereof, and providing 
special or general remedies for the collec- 
tion thereof: but in no other cases shal. 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to be recovered for injuries resulting in 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop- 
erty, and in case of death from such in- 
juries, the right of action shall survive, 
and the General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whose benefit such actions shall be 
prosecuted. No act shall prescribe any 
limitations of time within which suits 
may be brought against corporations for 
Injuries to persons or property, or for 
other causes, different from those fixed bj 
general laws regulating actions against 
natural persons, and such acts now ex- 
isting are avoided.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of this Commonwealth In accord- 
ance with provisions of the eighteenth 
(XVIII) article thereof. 
Section 1- Be it enacted by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same. That the 
following is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, In accordance with the 
provisions of the eighteenth (XVHI) arti- 
cle thereof:— 


AMENDMENT. 


Laws may be passed providing for a 
system of registering, transferring. Insur- 
ing of and guaranteeing land titles by 
the State, or by the counties thereof, and 
for settling and determining adverse 01 
other claims to and interest in lands the 
titles to which are so registeredi trans- 
ferred, insured, and guaranteed; and for 
{he cre^ion and. collection af indemnity 
funds; and for carrying the system and 
powers hereby provided for into effect by 
«UQh existing courts as may be designated 
by the Legislature, and by the establish- 
ment of such new courts as may be deem- 
ed necessary- In matters arising In and 
under the operation of such system, judi- 
cial powers, "with right of appeal, may be 
Conferred by the Legislature upon county 
recorders and upon other officers by It 
designated. Such laws may provide for 
continuing the registering, 
transferring, 
Insuring, and guaranteeing such titles aft- 
er the first or original registration has 
been perfected by the court, and provi- 
sion may be made for raising the neces- 
sary funds for expenses and salaries of 
officers, which shall be paid out of the 
treasury of the several counties.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section on«, 
articlo eight of tho Constitution of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Bo it rosolvcd by tho Senate and House 
of Representatives of tho Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania In General Assembly met, 
That tho following amendment to the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania bo, and tho 
same is hereby, proposed, in ar-eordanco 
with tho eighteenth articlo thereof:— 


That section one of articlo eight, which 
reads as follows: 


“Section 1. Every male citizen twenty- 
one years of age, possessing the follow­ 
ing qualifications, shall bo entitled to vote 
at all elections, subjcct, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating tho regis­ 
tration of electors as tho General Assem­ 
bly may enact: 


"First. 
IIo shall havo been a citizen of 
tho Unltod States at least ono month. 


"Second. 
Ho shall havo resided in the 
Stato ono year (or, having previously been 
a qualiftod elector or native-born citizen 
of tho State, ho shall havo removed there­ 
from and returned, then six months) im­ 
mediately preceding tho election. 


"Third. 
IIo shall havo resided In th# 
election district whero he shall offer to 
voto at least two months immediately pre­ 
ceding tho election. 


"Fourth. 
If twonty-two years of age 
and upwards, ho shall havo paid within 
two years a Stato or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least ono month be- 
foro tho election," bo amended so that the 
same shall read a» follows: 


Section 1. Every citizen, male or female, 
of twenty-one years of age, possessing tho 
following qualifications, shall bo entitled 
to voto at all elections, subject, however, 
to such law» requiring and regulating the 
registration of electors as tho General As­ 
sembly may enact: 


First. Ho or she shall havo been a citi­ 
zen of the United States at least one 
month. 


Second. He or sho shall havo resided in 
tho State ono year (or, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit­ 
izen of tho State, he or sho shall have re­ 
moved therefrom and returned, then six 
months) immediately preceding tho elec­ 
tion. 


Third. Ho or sho shall have resided in 
the election district where ho or sho shall 
ofter to vote at least two months Imme­ 
diately preceding the election. 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of age and 
upwards, ho or oho shall havo paid within 
two years a Stato or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least ono month be- 
foro tho election. 


Fifth. Wherever tho words ••he,” "his," 
"him," and "himself" occur in any sec­ 
tion of article VIII of this Constitution 
tho same shall bo construed as if written, 
respectively, "ho or she." "his or her," 
him or her," and “himself or herself.1'

Such obligations may bo in an 
amount sufficient to provide for and may 
includo tho amount of tho interest and 
sinking-fund charges accruing and which 
may accrue thereon throughout tho period 
of construction and until tho expiration 
of ono year after tho completion of tho 
work for which said indebtedness shall 
havo been incurred; and said city shall 
not bo required to levy a tax to pay said 
interest and sinking-fund charges, as re­ 
quired by section ton of article nine of 
tho Constitution of Pennsylvania, until 
tho expiration of said period of one year 
after tho completion of such work.

Proposing an amendment to section eight 
of articlo nine of tho Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Bo it resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of tho 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania In Gen­ 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
is proposed as an amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of tho Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania, in accordance with the provi­ 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 
Amend section eight, article nlno of the 
Constitution 
of 
tho Commonwealth 
of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 
"Section S. 
Tho debt of any county, 
city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated dis­ 
trict, except as l\erein provided, 
shall 
novor exceed seven per centum upon the 
eBsessod valuo of tho taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any now debt, qr in- 
oreaso its indebtedness to an amount ex­ 
ceeding two per ccntum upon such as­ 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
osgont of tho electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall bo pro­ 
vided by law; but any city, tho debt of 
which now exceeds seven per ccntum of 
such assessed valuation, may bo author­ 
ized by law to increase the same three 
per ccntum, in tho aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred by 
tho city and county of Philadelphia for 
the construction and development of sub­ 
ways for transit purposes, or for tho con­ 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to bo used in the con­ 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public Improvements, owned or 
to bo owned by «aid city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to the 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of tho interest on 
said debt or debts, and tho annual In­ 
stallments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may ho excluded in 
ascertaining the power pf tho city and 
county of Philadelphia to beoome other- 
wiso Indebted: Provided, That a «Inking 
fund for their cancellation shall be estab­ 
lished and maintained/1 so that it shall 
read as follows:-' 


Section 8. Tho debt of any county, city, 
borough, township, school district, or oth­ 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shall never ex­ 
ceed sovon per centum upon tho assessed

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section twen- 
ty-ono of article three of the Constitu­ 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by tho Senate 
and House of 
Representatives 
of tho 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen­ 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania be, and 
the same is hereby, proposed, in accord­ 
ance with tho eighteenth article thereof:— 
Amend section twenty-one, article three 
of the Constitution of tho Commonwealth I 
of Pennsylvania, which roads as follows: 
"No act of tho General Assembly shall 
limit the amount to bo recovered for in­ 
juries resulting in death, or for injurie? 
to persons or property, and in case of 
death from such injuries, the right of ac­ 
tion shall survive, and the General As­ 
sembly shall prescribe for whoso benefit 
such actions shall bo prosecuted. No act 
shall prescribe any limitations of time 
within 
which 
suits 
may 
bo 
brought 
against. corporations for injuries to per­ 
sons or property, or for other causes dif­ 
ferent from thoso fixed by general laws 
regulating actions against natural per­ 
sons, and such acts now existing aro 
avoided," so that It shall read as follows: 
The General Assembly may enact law*i 
requiring tho payment by employers, or 
employers and employes Jointly, or rea­ 
sonable compensation for injuries to em­ 
ployes arising in the courso of their em­ 
ployment, and for occupational diseases 
of employes, whether or not such in­ 
juries or diseases result in death, and re­ 
gardless of fault of employer or employe, 
and fixing the basis of ascertainment of 
such compensation and tho maximum and 
minimum limits thereof, and providing 
special or general remedies for the collec­ 
tion thereof; but In no other cases shal. 
tho General Assembly limit the amount 
to bo recovered for injuries resulting in 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop­ 
erty, and In ease of death from such in­ 
juries, tho right of action shall survive, 
and tho General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whose benefit such actions shall be 
prosecuted. 
No act shall prescribe any 
limitations of time within which suits 
may be brought against corporations foi 
Injuries to persons or property, or for 
other Causes, different from those fixed b5 
general laws regulating actions against 
natural persons, and such acts now ex­ 
isting aro avoided.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to tho Constitu­ 
tion of this Commonwealth in accord­ 
ance with provisions of the eighteenth 
(XVIII) articlo thereof. 
Section X. Bo it enacted by tho Senate 
and IIouso of Representatives of tho Com­ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted 
by tho authority of tho same, That the 
following is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of tho Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, In accordance with tho 
provisions of tho eighteenth (XVIII) arti­ 
cle thereof:— 


AMENDMENT. 


Laws may be passed providing for a 
system of registering, transferring, insur­ 
ing of and guaranteeing land titles by 
tho State, or by the counties thereof, and 
for settling and determining adverse or 
other claims to and interest in lands the 
titles to which aro so registered» trans­ 
ferred, Insured, and guaranteed; and for 
the ovation and collection of indemnity 
funds; p.nd for carrying tho system and 
powers hereby provided for into effect by 
¥Ut>h existing courts as may bo designated 
by the Legislature, and by tho establlsh- 
pient of such new courts as may be deem­ 
ed necessary. 
In matters arising in and 
under the operation of such system, Judi­ 
cial powers, with right of appeal, may be 
conferred by tho Legislature upon county 
reoorders and upon other officers by it 
designated. 
Such laws may provide for 
continuing tho registering, transferring, 
insuring, and guaranteeing such titles aft­ 
er tho first or original registration has 
been perfected by tho court, and provi­ 
sion may bo made for raising tho neces­ 
sary funds for expenses and salaries of 
officers, which shall bo paid out of the 
treasury of tho several counties.
